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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morikawa (US 
6,686,848 Bl) as set forth in the previous Office Action dated 12/13/2004. 
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Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments filed 03/1 1/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argued that Morikawa finds no mention of any one of multiplexer 
allocating identification information to each of the picture signals received from the cameras, a 
number of available identification is twice or more than the number of the cameras, a plurality of 
proper identification bits and corresponding plurality of auxiliary bits, characterized in that the 
proper identification bits identify which camera generated a corresponding picture signal, pages 
2 and 3 of the remarks. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that multiplexer 
(18a of fig. 1, e.g. the function of multiplexer (18a) has time division for multiplexing the image 
signal of each camera based on the identification information of the camera (predetermined time 
lapse, codes, addresses) allocating identification information to each of the picture signals 
received from the cameras, a number of available identification (8 bits for data signal, an address 
"000" as well as a category code "0001", col. 3, line 61 -col. 4, line 8) is twice or more than the 
number of the cameras (each camera has a code, each code has more than two numbers that are 
more then number of the cameras, see fig. 1), a plurality of proper identification bits (8 bits 
image) and corresponding plurality of auxiliary bits ("0000, 0010" comprises "0000" as 
considered auxiliary bits, and "0010" as considered identification bits, a category code), 
characterized in that the proper identification bits ("0001") identify which camera generated a 
corresponding picture signal, wherein the identification bits are multiplexed into the image and 
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then recorded on the VCR (col. 3, lines 45-56). In view of the discussion above, Morikawa 
anticipates the claimed features.
